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Things in General. 


HERE are few if any people uncontrolled by bigotry who do 
T not look with reverence upon the Sisters of Charity and 
the ladies of the religious orders of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Our own experience, as well as history, teaches us the 
multitude of their good works during a life of self-sacrifice and 
devotion. During over twenty years of newspaper work I have 
never written a line in criticism of these devout women, nor 
have I ever failed to vindicate as far as lay within my power 
the unselfishness and piety of their lives. 

However, during the dispute concerning Separate schools 
some years ago, I pointed out that it was quite possible for the 
good women and good men of the religious orders to be poor 
schoolteachers, for goodness is not the only essential in those 
who are to train the young. A good schoolteacher must be men- 
tally well equipped, possess experience, and be acquainted with 
the best methods of imparting knowledge. Some of the nuns of 
the teaching orders are well equipped and some of the convent 
schools are exceedingly good, as I know by the experience of my 
own children. Other convent schools,I am quite certain, are 
not nearly so good ; of this I have been convinced by the experi- 
ence of others, though in all of them the discipline and devout 
attention of the Sisters have a refining effect. 

A recent incident in a Toronto hospital indicates that piety, 
devotion to God, and a desire for the well-being of mankind, are 
not sufficient to warrant a Sister being placed in charge of the 
dispensary of a hospital. The death of Alice Pollard was 
undoubtedly caused by the mistake of Sister Columba, in charge 
of the dispensary of St. Michael’s Hospital, she having filled the 
bottle intended for sulphate of magnesia, with carbolic acid. To 
quote from the paper reporting the inquest, ‘‘She admitted that 
she had no previous course of study and depended on her experi- 
ence.” If we insist upon having licensed druggists who are 
forced to pass a very strict examination before dispensing drugs, 
there is no reason why the same course should not be followed 
in hospitals. Even doctors and druggists are sometimes careless 
and make fatal mistakes, but the law has done everything pos- 
sible to prevent persons unlearned in chemicals having to do 
with the preparation of medicines. Without reflecting at all 
upon St. Michael’s Hospital or upon the good women who are 
devoting their lives to the alleviation of suffering, would it not 
be well to insist that the dispensary be placed in the hands of 
someone who has passed a proper examination and is thoroughly 
qualified for the task? In the General Hospital, if I am not mis- 
taken, the dispensing is done by one of the house surgeons, and 
as St. Michael's, as well as other hospitals in the city, receives

This great land is 
lonesome,§the little settlements, either along the C.P.R. line, 
along the north shore of Lake Superior, on the shores of the 
lake or on the banks of the Rainy River, seem to accentuate the 
distance between the settler and the social privileges which in 
cities and towns and old farming communities are almost the 
breath offour nostrils. One cannot help wondering how these 
people can sustain life through the long winters and the lone- 
some ftly-infested summers, with so little to keep them froma 
morbid digestion of themselves. This is as it looks to the pass- 
ing tourist, and when the boat or the train stops, the ill-kempt 
farmer and the battered prospector, who watch you with their 
eyes filled with passing curiosity and perhaps envy, are liable to 
make one satisfied with even what one considers an unhappy 
lot amidst the cares an¢ bustles of a city, where night as well 
as day is infested with the hurrying strife of one’s own kind. 

This, I repeat, is the picture as it suggests itself to one hurry- 
ing through the untamed but I have lingered 
often enough in the little settlements of New

O acquire the power of locomotion

The bride’s robe has been vul- 
garly loaded with garniture of jewels, 
fallals, and overabundant train; the drink- 
ing of healths has descended to guzzling ; 
the fees to the parson and the pew-opener 
have caused those worthies to gasp under 
unparalleled munificence, which somehow 
or other got talked about and was duly 
mentioned in the papers, and the social 
sin of overdoing worked its belittling 
worst on all concerned. It isa hard dis- 
cipline to keep within the magic line 
when one gives a party, difficult to face 
the black looks of those who were not in- 
vited because a home adequate to the 
comfortable reception of two hundred is a 
whirling Bedlam when you pack it with 
three times that number. The temptation 
to overdoing in party-giving is practically 
irresistible sometimes.

that forbids diving. A good way to learn 
to dive is to stand on some slight eleva- 
tion above the water, bend over and 
tumble in head first. Try it again and do 
not bend over so far. Tumble in again 
and again, until you can go in with a 
spring and at an angle that will admit 
your straightened body with little splash 
and send you a distance under the water. 
You will strike the water flat many 
times, and get some smart slaps en chest 
and face, but perseverance will make a 
diver of you. Ears should be stuffed with 
otton if much diving is to be done, as the 
continued concussion when the head 
strikes the water may have a bad effect | 
on the ear-drums. Cotton will keep water | 
out of the ears also.

the game of golf, or who, after the adop- 
tion of this amendment, shall be classed 
as a professional in any athletic sport. 

** No person shall be eligible to compete

| athletic organization, or who plays the 
game or frequents golf courses for the 
purpose of exploiting his business, nor 
shall anyone be eligible to compete who
